Reasons for Allowance 



Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 1 , the closest prior art of record, Zimmet (Fig. 6) does not disclose at least the 
following limitations: the limitations in the paragraph (d). Regarding claims 6 and 7, 
the closest prior art of record, Zimmet (Fig. 6) does not disclose at least the following 
limitations: the voltage between the resonant circuits being a differential signal having a 
component at three times the fundamental frequency.
